Chinese Admit Heavy Defeat of the Imperial 
Porees at Tang 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT} 

LONDON, Aug. 17, 3:45 a.m.—[By Atlantic Cable.] 
A cablegram to Vienna from Hongkong announces 
the capture of Peking; but the Austrian government, 
like other European powers, is still without confirma- 
tion of this report. | 

An official telegram dated Taku, August 14, has 
been received at Rome which asserts that the attack 
on Peking began Monday; that Sir Clande MacDonald, 
the British Minister, had opened communication with | 
the relieving forces, and that the allies have estab- 
| lished their headquarters at Tang Chow. : 

Chinese officials in Shanghai are reported as ad- 
mitting that the allies inflicted a heavy defeat on the 
Chinese imperial troops around Tung Chow, Sunday, 
and then marched direct to Peking. * This, if true, 
carries the Japanese official advices announcing the 
capture of Tung Chow one step farther. 

The western powers, according to a dispatch to 
‘the Daily Express from Kobe, have accepted the pro- 
‘posals formulated by Japan for arranging an armistice, 
dependent upon the immediate delivery of the foreign 
| legations to the allies, or the granting of permission to 
the allied forces to enter Peking and to guard the le- 
gations. Upon this basis, the correspondent says, | 
Japan has already begun to negotiate.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] With the relief of Peking 
apparently close at hand, there has 
been lately a good deal of speculation. 
about what the United States will do 
when its Minister has been rescued. 
Numerous stories purporting to outline 
the policy of this government have 
been printed in the newspapers 
throughout the country. Secretary of 
War Root, after today’s Cabinet meet- 
ing, said this in answer to questions 
put to him: 

_ “This government has not decided 
that it will withdraw its troops after 
the Minister has been delivered. It has 
made absolutely no decision gbout 
what it will do. It knows, only that 
every effort will be put forward to res- 
cue its Minister. When tt gets him 
safe, it will decide then, and not till 
then, what is to be done next.” 

This ing statement by Secre- 
tary Root shtiows that this government 
will see what its duty apears to be be- 
fore formulating policies. Apparently 
the President and his Cabinet are not 
worrying about the election in this 
great question, and are not formulating 
and pfroctaiming policies merely to 
cateh votes.

The Minister promptly 
communicated his information to the 
Department of State and it was ac- 
cepted by the officials, including the 
Secretary of War, as the latest and 
most authéntic news of the where- 
abouts of the relief column. Some de- 
lays had elapsed, however, since this 
Occupation of Tung Chow, and there 
had been ample time to cover the 
twelve miles between that place and 
Peking. Whether the allied forces ac- 
tually were there was the all-absorb- 
ing question, of which everyone in offi- 
clal and unofficial life awaited word 
with keen anxiety.

This brief statement covers practi- 
cally all diplomatic negotiations up to 
Gate. It remains the same old state of 
affairs. The country is willing to quit. 
for the present if China will show her 
good faith, otherwise we shall go ‘or- 
ward and no amount of diplomacy will 
stop the advance. 

1A Hung Chang's appeal for peace 
reached here this morning and was not 
unexpected. As Secretary of War 
Root explained, it has been looked for 
for several days past, and, August 12, 
the War Department telegraphed to 
Gen. Chaffee, telling him it was likely 
to come and giving him instructions. 
Again, August 14, a telegram was sent 
to Chaffee informing him under what 
conditions he might accept the delivery 
of the Ministers, and about all the an- 
swer needed to be made to Li today 


This government's policy remains 
precisely as it has remained since July 
23, when President McKinley wrote a 
letter to the Chinese Emperor, telling 
what he must do before the peace ne- 
gotiations could be opened. In the 
opinion of the War Department, it is 
all over at Peking now and nothing 
can be done diplomatically to change 
things. The allies must have reached 
that place yesterday or today, if not 


received the Ministers and foreigners 
outside the gates of the city. They 
heve entered and taken them, or the 
Ministers and foreigners have been 
killed by the Chinese. This is the de- 
pertment's opinion, end it is anxiously 
awaiting news from the front, holding 
strong hopes, megnwhile, that ‘the 
Ministers have been surrendered by 
China without a struggle. . 

It is plain to be seen, however, that 
there is etill existing grave fears about 
the fate of the Ministers. Conger’s 
dispatch received today, and probably 
sent by him after August 5, shows 
that there is no let-up in the attacks | 
upon the legations. Chinese mob 
and soldiers were.as furious as ever 
against foreigners. Along the 
near Peking there are extensive 
fications which evidently were sur- 
rendered to the allies without fighting, 
and in that case, the Chinese fell back 
into Peking.

Trolley Lines.

He 
was a protégé of B. B. Hotchkiss, the 
American inventor, and has introduced 
into the Shah's capital the telephone 
and other modern appliances, Since his 
arrival he has been investiga the 
trolley systems in the city, the Brook- 
and Met itan 

ving furn m every facility: ‘ 

Mr. Ward was found at the > ABE 
— yard at Bay Ridge, whither he 
had gone to give an order for a launch 
for the Shah's use at his winter resi- 
dence on the Persian Gulf near Busra— 
the Balsora of old Sinbad the sallor. 

“I go to Philadelphia next week,” he 
said, “to visit the Baldwin Locomo- 
tive Works with a view to making a 
report upon engines for use on the new 
rallroad between Teheran and the Per- 
sian Guif. One‘and possibly a second 
line of rallway will be pushed through 
to the gulf with all possible speed. 
The roads will be bufit largely by Rus- 
sian capital and Russian engineers. 

“The general impression about Per- 
sia is that it is a land 6f desperadoes. 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth. Persia is not a bad country to 
live In. I have a house at Teheran 
that has the most complete san! fit- 
tings. It containg a lain bat 
purchased itn Vienna. It ts light 
with electricity and a telephone con- 


offices I visit. There are many hansom 
cabs in Teheran, and I generally drive 
in one. Most Americans and Euro- 
peans think we ride camels and camp 
out, but we don’t. 

“I ao not wish to discuss His 
esty’s affairs,” added Mr. Ward. * 
relations with His Majesty are purely 
business ones. I have nothing to do 
with the policy of the government to- 
ward Russia or Great Britain. Not 
the slightest attempt has ever been 
made to interfefe with my religious 
views. I am a member of the English 
church and serve my God in my own 
way. 

“The Shah its a very intelligent ruler. 
His Majesty has been thrice to Europe 
and on this oecasion he has devoted 
much time to examining novelties at 
the Paris Exposition. The papers say 
he has bought several automobiles. 
Doubtless that is true? But His Majesty 
has hed a French gasoline motor car- 
riage for more than two years. It is a 
well-known object on the drives around 
Teheran, I am ioo over the auto- 
mobile ground here and may buy one 
or more If a decided novelty is discov- 
ered.

Trouble—Scores Injured. 


[A. P. DAY REPORT.1 

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—Such a furt- 
ous ebullition of race hatred as found 
vent In the rioting that vocurred here 
last night over the murder a few days 
ago of Policeman Thorpe by a negro 
named Arthur Harris, has not been 
equaled in many years. As a result 
of the disturbance, which raged from 
midnight until 3 o’clock and buret out 
in a flame of passion violence at 
intervals umtil daybreak, there were 
about fifty persons injured by pistol 
balls, ragors or knives, rocks and clubs. 

Of these one negro, Lloyd Lee, may 
not recover, and Policeman Kennedy is 
also seriously injured. Lee is alleged 
to have made threate against the Mfe 
of Kennedy. because he was the par- 
ticular friend and associate of Thorpe, 
the murdered officer. Thorpe was the 
third white man murderously assaulted 
in the vicinity by negroes, and a race 
prejudice has been engendered.

In the search another 
megro, David H. Carr, got a terrible 
beating, and when he was taken to 
Bellevue it was found that he had a 
fractured skull, a fractured arm and a 
battered face. Kennedy was taken to 
the New York Hospital. Later he was 
taken to Bellevua where he identified 
Lee as his assailant. When Lee saw 
Kennedy he shouted: “I am up and 
about and you are down. Damn you, I 
guess you're down for good. I hope so." 

Capt. Cooley and Kennedy say that 
Lee threatened do Kennedy” be- 
cause the latter was Thorpe's partner. 
While Kennedy and Lee wére in the 
street struggle, word was sent to Capt. 
Cooley that Kennedy had been killed, 
This intensified the excitement among 
the reserves, who rushed from the sta- 
tion and charged down the atreet. In 
doing so they encountered mobs of 
whites at various points. In making 
an indlecriminate charge on the crowd 
a negro was discovered. He started to 
run and the mob and the reserves, 
close behind, gave chase, The negro 
ran into the Martborough Hotel 
escaped through the office into Broad- 
way. and thie added to the excitement. 

Groups had gathered at various 
points aléng Broadway, and were dis- 
cussing the riot. When they saw the 
negro come out of tne Marlborough 
the groups .quickly assimilated with 
the mob and the chase was contin > 
until it seemed as if the entire disorder 
and riot been transf to 
Broadway. 

Wherever a negro was seen, he was on 
the run, whether he had been a partici- 
pant in the riot or not. This was the 
case of one, who ran out of a side 
street near Forty-second, chased by a 
mob. The negro ran into Shaniley’s 
restaurant, one of the fashionable up- 
town cafés. The place was filled with 
people, many of whom were women, 
The face of the fugitive negro, covered 
with blood, created @ panic among the 
women, who rushed outside only 
to find themselves in the midst 
of a mob howling for blood.

The crowd from the 
street rushed up the stairway, but by 
the time they reached the roof, the as- 
sailants had descended through scut- 
tles and had disappeared. fo ne- 
groes were later pulled from under a 
bed. They resisted until clubbed over 
the head, and one bad his nose broken. 
The men denied that they were on 
the roof. 

Richord Harris was badly beaten up 
on account of a r rt that he was 
the man who had murdered Thorpe. 
Tt was discovered Jater that this was 
a mistake. However, as he had a dan- 
gerous-looking shoemaker’s knife in 
his sleeve, he was arrested.

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LARGE RENTS FOR RESIDENCES. 
Some of the rents that are paid for 
comparatively inferior residences on 
fashionable London streets are sufficient 
to make the average Los Angeles land- 
green with envy. Pretty 
rybody understands, of course, 
that house rents are very considerably 
greater in London than they are 
provincial towns, and that in the me- 
tropolis they vary greatly and are very 
stiff In the regions in which society 
hovers. But a writer in Tit-Bits ven- 
tures to think that even few Londoners 
have much idea of the enormous fig- 
ures pald for the rentals of fashionable 
houses in Belgravia and Mayfair, or 
how few square yards of the 
west end it takes to produce a million 
steriing in this way.. The English pa- 
per referred to says: 
“Now, take to start with Park Lane, 
that highly fashionable thoroughfare. 
t js rather staggering to learn that 
$50,000 a year is really not at all a very 
extravagant rent to pay for a good] 
house in this quarter. 
ple fact of the matter is, however, that 
you cannot get a cecent house here for 
less than $15,000, and even such a one 
would only have three or four bed-

Another Fish Record Broken 
by Enthusiasts. 


Torpedo Boat Farragut Speeds Away 
from Pretty Avalon Bay. 


AVALON, Aug. 16.—{Regular Corre- 
spondence.) This morning at about 11 
o'clock the Farragut weighed anchor 
and steamed out of port, going up as 
far as Camp Banning, so that the ca- 
dets there might see her in motion, but 
Lieutenant-Commander Nicholson did 
not wish to take any chances of dam- 
age to his vesse] by anchoring in un- 
tried water, and so the boys did not 
have an opportunity to go aboard. The 
vessel in returning from Camp Ban- 
ning steamed across the mouth of Av- 
alon Bay, speeding like a quarter-horse, 
and leaving a long line of foam behind.

@ distance of three miles, was 7% 
minutes, and returning, 8 minutes, or 
22% miles per hour. Owing to her pe- 
cullar construction, she does not plow 
up the water with her bow, but tuts 
through it; nor does*she leave a great 
wake behind, for the suction is over- 
come by the slant inward of her stern 
instead of outward from the water line, 
as is customary.

Pired Five Shots into it, but Couldn't

SAN BERNARDINO Aug. 16.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] William Coroth- 
ers has a skull that is thicker than 
the average. He was brought in from 
Needles a few days ago, after an un- 
successful attempt at suicide.

SANTA BARBARA, Aug. 16.—[ Regu-
